MR. CrANSBY, C.KyAND. ONE OF HIS 
, MEN llEPORTEBDEOWNED! 

The sloop Duncan, Capt. Collins, camo 
in yesterday from Bute Inlet, bringing 
letters from Mr. O'Eeilly, S.IM., Air. Bo.ss 
and Mr. E. Fawcett. Prom these letters 
wo fear that a sad accident, i-osulting in tho 
iloatli of Mr. Oansby and at least ono of his 
men, has occurred on Homatiioo Eivor, 
opposite Camp X., of which Mr. Gansljy 
was in charge. It would appear that,!- on 
tho morning of the lOtli July, Mr. Gans- 
hy with two men crossed tho river in a 
canoo. Tho stream was very high and tho 
current dangerously swift. For a few 
minutes tho canoo and men woro hidden 
from the view of tho iiarty in camp by a 
bend in tho river. rr(>sently a d.ark ob- 
ject shot round the bend and camo swiftly 
do\vii the stnnnn. It was soon ascertained 
to bo tho canoo. Soon afterwards a man 
appeared on the opposite shore, swinging 
his oi-ms to atti'act attention and appar- 
ently shouting in great distress of mind. 
Tho distance, however, was too groat to 
make his voice heard; nor could he bo 
recognized, further than that ho did 
not answer tho description 
Gansby. As tho i)arty bad 
second cano(5 h(> conld not be; 
and bo soon ran nhjug the bank 
tlie head of the Inlet (:>() miles distant) 
which it is hojied ho eventually reached, 
although Capt. CJollins, of tho Duncan, 
says he had not got in down to 1st Aug. 
wlu^n he sailed for Victoria. Tho party 
watched the opposite bank anxiously al 1 
that and the next day, but saw neither of 
till) other men pass along. Tho convic- 
tion, thorof ore, forced itself on tlio minds 
of the writers that Mr. Qimsby ond one of 
his men wore lost by the upsetting of the 
canoo. If this conviction prove corret't, 
we aro fearful that the man who i-an along 
the bank must havo starved to death be- 
tween tln^ 21st July and tho Lst August, 
otherwise lie wonld have put in an appear- 
ance at the depot. 

On tiie 2211(1 -Tnly, (three days after the 
accident) Mr. E. h''awcett writes to his 
father in this city, that no tidings had 
liccn recH'ivod of the missing party, and 
that hope of thoir being fonjid had been, 
abandoned. The writer evidently refers 
to 'Mr. Gansby and his men, and assumes 
that Jlr. Fawcett, sr., had already heard 
of 111." disaster. 

Mr. (hinsby arrived here in Jlay last 
diroiit from Ottawa. 

Mr O'lviuUy writoson tho 21st nit. that he 
liad bail trouble with liis Indians, most of 
whom had deserted. Ho was aocomp.mied 
li v ^lessrs Mc^Iillan and Anderson, a spocial 
Constable and !Mcshell, a faithful tipiiz- 
/erni Indian, and hoped to rsooU. Mr. 
Teideman's party, which was ten miles 
iduad, on the following day. Mr. 
O'lioiUy, on that dato, had reached the 
head of canoe navigation. All his party 
v.cro well and hopeful j but there had 
been no rain ond the country was on firo 
in every direction and progress was much 
impeded in oonsoquoiico. 

Capt. Collins says that it was reported 
at till' head of tho Inlet on the 15lli inst. 
that :\rr OTieilly's party liad been di'sert- 
ed Iiy thu Tiidiaiis, wlio left, tin'iil at night 
on an island in thi' llomathco, carrying oil' 
all the provisions, etc., and that tlu^ i>arty 
was not relieved until six days afterwards, 
when nearly exhausted. This story must 
be a mistake; first, booauso thoro is no 
island so far ui) tho llomathco; and se- 
cond, because Mr O'Eeilly, when writing 
on tho 21st ult., had got abovo canoe 
navigation and was following the trail. 

Mr Pioss, Deput-Keepor at the liead of 
the Inlet, writes that a report had rua(dii'd 
lain of the landing of a largo l>ody of 
Cliilcoaten Indians] on tho shore of Bute 
Inlet some distance below his station.
